NEW U. S.-CANADIAN 
TREATY MAY SAVE 
CHICAGO SEWAGE PLAN 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Reports that a new interna- 
tional treaty between .Great Britain 
and the United States dealing with wa- 
ter withdrawals from the great lakes 
is in contemplation came into the house 


committee hearing today on bills 
which would let Chicago divert enough 
water to handle its sewage. 

While discussing the present treaty, 
which gives Canada 36,000 cubic feet 
per second to this country’s 20,000 feet, 
Gen. Beach of the army engineering 
staff was asked directly if Canadian 
power interests were not seeking tmore 
water than they are now allowed. He 
hesitated in answering, and the matter 
of a new treaty was mentioned by 
Chairman Dempsey. 

“But, perhaps negotiations along 
that line are an angle you do not care 
to discuss,” he said.

that it has also added to meat costs a very large 
burden of transportation expense. Is not some, at

Sometimes I put a teaspoonful of 
marshmallow on top. Would you recom- 
mend cocoa’as used above?

Cocoa contains a little 
caffein or a substance that has the same ef- 
fect, but the dose in a cup of cocoa is small.
